Call to Order 
The meeting was called to order at 1:30 p.m. 


Approval of Agenda 


Dean Taddeo proposed that Item 3 (Election of the Steering Com- 
mittee) be moved to Item 7 on the agenda and that it be dealt 
with first under the elections topic. It was so agreed. 


The agenda as re-ordered was approved and adopted (Ryan/Singer). 


Approval of Minutes 


The minutes of the meeting of April 8, 1983 were approved and 
adopted (Ryan/Galler). 


Dean Roy noted that in the minutes of the May 6th meeting, 
motion 83-5-10, page 6, the Division referred to should be cor- 
rected to read Division II. 


The minutes of the meeting held on May 6, 1983 as amended were 
approved and adopted (Roy/Ketter). 


The minutes of the meeting of May 24, 1983 were approved and 
adopted (Galler/Pallen). 


Chairman's Remarks 


The Chairman reported that he intended to adjourn the meeting 
by three o'clock and that any outstanding items would be con~ 
sidered at the next meeting. 


Dean Taddeo announced that the first test of competency in 
written expression would be written on November lith and he 
asked the members of Faculty Council to bring this to the 
attention of faculty and students in their departments. 
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On behalf of the Faculty Council, Dean Taddeo congratulated 
and thanked the students for their organization of the festi- 
vities of the Street Fair held the previous day. 


Questions and Announcements 


Prof. Ryan expressed his indignation over the fact that the 
morning after our students had done a brilliant job in putting 
on a tremendous show, the Gazette chose to print a picture of 
students from McGill jumping into a tub of jello while ignoring 
the worthwhile work done here. He thought that the editors of 
the Gazette should be reprimanded for considering the former 
item to be more newsworthy and significant than the contribution 
to the community made by our students and felt that it was de- 
serving of a reprimand to the press officers of the University. 
He asked the Chairman to look into the matter and asked if some- 
thing could be done. 


The Chairman replied that he could convey Prof. Ryan's sentiments 
to the Public Relations Office and ask them, on behalf of the 
Faculty Council, to get an explanation from the Gazette. 


Provost Singer asked if the last issue of the Thursday Report 
was the joke issue of the paper. He continued by saying that 

in an article on the future plans for the Vanier Library he was 
credited with being a library planner and with having given 
answers to a number of questions. In addition, his picture 

was printed with the article. He assured the members of Faculty 
Council that he had made none of the statements attributed to 
him nor was he a library planner. He thought that his comments 


ghould be directed to the publicity office together with those of 


Prof. Ryan and said that there seemed to be something wrong with 
the publicity operation to cause two such occurances. His main 
concern was that a similar situation could occur over a much more 
serious matter and that it would be very difficult to correct the 
situation after it had happened. He thought it would be approp- 
riate for the Chairman, on behalf of Faculty Council, to make a 
report about the priorities that are set in the University for 
publicity. That, he said, was both a question and request. 


Provost Singer's second comment was about the headline which 
appeared in the Link, dated September 16th, which referred to 
the Rector's position, the Advisory Search Committee, and to 
possible candidates for the position. He asked the Chairman 
if he thought it would be appropriate for the Faculty Council 
to make some representation to the Chairman of the Board of 
Governors, who is also Chairman of the Search Committee, to 
re-emphasize the need for strict confidentiality in its delib- 
erations. 
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Dean Taddeo replied that he did not know to what extent 

it was in the purview of the Faculty Council to intervene. 
Secondly, he wondered how members of the Faculty Council 
would have reacted in their student days had they been 
editors of student newspapers. Having chosen to react in 

the manner ‘they did, they will have to be answerable for that 
in the long term. He thought that a finger could not be 
pointed at the Link but that the point could be made to the 
Chairman of the Search Committee that strict confidentiality 
ought to be maintained in the future. 


Elections 


a) Steering Committee of Faculty Council 


Dean Taddeo, on behalf of the Faculty Council members, thanked 
the people who served on the Steering Committee last year: 
Profs. Bindon, Ryan, Sahni; J. Griffin and S. Ferguson. He 
thought that they had helped tremendously in a very difficult 
year. 


The Chairman reported that the Steering Committee meetings would 
be held on Monday mornings from 8:45 ~ 10:30 a.m. and that all 
Council members who did not have a class or other commitment 
during that time period should allow their names to stand for 
election. 


On the first ballot Prof. Bindon (SCPA) was elected in Division 
IV. 


On the second ballot Prof. Bertrand, Division I; Prof. Dicks, 
Division II; and Prof. MacLeod, Division IV, were elected to 
the Steering Committee. 


Elections of student representatives on the Steering Committee 
did not take place. 


b) Ad Hoc Committee on the Status of Women 


The Chairman informed the members of the Faculty Council that 

the Steering Committee had met in late June in an attempt to 
follow up a resolution formulated by Council last May, but that 

of the ten to fifteen people contacted to serve on the Com- 
mittee over the summer only one person accepted. He acknowledged 
Prof. Galler's willingness to serve on the committee. He went on 
to say that at a recent meeting of the Steering Committee, Prof. 
Bindon raised a point of view which he would like her to elaborate 
on at this meeting. 


Referring to document ASFC 83-7-D4, Proposed Committee of Evalua- 
tion and Implementation on the Report of the Status of Women at 
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Concordia, Prof. Bindon said that it had emerged out of a 

very informal meeting of some concerned members of the commun- 
ity which did not represent all sectors, but which grew out of 
a sense that we do need to act on the Report on the Status of 
Women at Concordia, and out of the frustrating process of try- 
ing to find people who would be willing to serve on such a com- 
mittee. It was thought that the committee should be a Univer- 
sity wide committee rather than a committee of Arts and Science. 


It was moved and seconded (Bindon/Ryan) to approve recommenda- 
tions 1 and 2 of document ASFC 83-7-D4 and to forward the re- 
commendations to Senate. 


It was agreed that the recommendations would be dealt with one 
at a time. 


Provost Singer suggested that the first sentence of Recommenda— 
tion 1 should be amended to "a University-wide committee of 
evaluation and implementation, including representatives from 
faculty, staff, undergraduate and graduate students, and part- 
time faculty, be struck". 


The move. and seconder of the motion agreed to the revision. 
It was agreed also that the last sentence of recommendation 1 
would be eliminated. 


A vote was taken on the approval of recommendation 1 as amended 
and it was carried. 


It was moved and seconded (Bindon/Maag) to approve Recommenda- 
tion 2. 


It was moved and seconded (McEvenue/Galler) to amend section b) 
of Recommendation 2 to "the collection of Concordia~specific 
data". 


Vote: Carried 


A vote was taken on the approval of Recommendation 2 as amended 
and it was carried. 


Prof. McEvenue asked to have the preamble to the motion included 
in the submission to Senate. 


With reference to the remaining elections, Dean Taddeo asked 
for a motion to waive the precedent of allowing one month's 
notice of elections for items 6 c), d), e), f£), and g). 


It was moved and seconded (Chaikelson/Roy) to waive the usual 
month's notice of elections to take place for positions on 

the Board of Graduate Studies, Committee to Supervise Elections, 
Graduate Awards Committee, College Evaluation Committee, and 
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the General Education Planning Committee. 
Vote: Carried 
c) Board of Graduate Studies 


It was moved and seconded (Doyle/McEvenue) to approve the 
nomination of Prof. D. Ketterer (English) by the Steering 
Committee. 


Vote: Carried 


Prof. Ketterer was elected by acclamation to the Board of 
Graduate Studies for a three-year term. 


d) Committee to Supervise Elections 


It was moved and seconded (Doyle/Bertrand) to accept the nomin- 
ation of Prof. V.G. McNamara (Philosophy) presented by the 
Steering Committee. 


Vote: Carried 
Prof. McNamara was elected by acclamation. 
e) Graduate Awards Committee 


It was moved and seconded (Chaikelson/Armstrong) to accept the 
nomination of Prof. J.B. Smith (Economics) by the Steering Com~ 
inittee. 


Vote: Carried. 


Prof. Smith was elected by acclamation. He will serve a two- 
year term. 


f) College Evaluation Committee 


Provost Singer reported that because of his strong conviction 
that the person that is to chair the College Evaluation Com- 
mittee for the Science College should have a greater awareness 
of the area than himself, and since the regulations say that 
the committee is to be chaired by the Provost or his delegate, 
he had asked Dean Roy to chair the Committee and that Dean Roy 
had agreed to do so. ~ 


It was moved and seconded (Petrie/Ryan) to approve the nomina- 
tion of Prof. J. Lightstone (Religion) by the Steering Com- 
mittee for the position of a Chairman from outside Division IV. 


Vote: Carried 
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Prof. Lightstone was elected by acclamation to the College 
Evaluation Committee. 


Mr. Griffin reported that Ms. Deborah Konig and Mr. Scott 
Ferguson had been nominated for the student positions on the 
Committee. | 


They were elected by acclamation. 


The election of one faculty member from outside Division IV was 
put over to the next meeting of Faculty Council. 


g) General Education Planning Committee 


Ms. Simone Richard was nominated for one of the student positions 
on the General Education Planning Committee. 


Dean Roy nominated Prof. H. Proppe (Mathematics) for the Division 
III seat on the Committee. 


Ms. Richard and Prof. Proppe were elected by acclamation. 
Science College Prize (ASFC 83-7-D5, uncirculated) 


Dean Taddeo read a letter from Prof. McEvenue in which he drew 
attention to a request from the Science College to have a Science 
College Prize created in the form of $75.00 in books to be awarded 
to the student voted by the Fellows to be most outstanding in 
terms of academic achievement and creativity in research. Fund- 
ing for the prize would be from an outside source. 


It was moved and seconded (Singer/McEvenue) to recommend to 
Senate and the Board of Governors that a Science College Prize 
be created. 


Vote: Carried 


It is the intention of the Science College to name the prize 
after it has been approved. 


Elections to be held at the October meeting of Faculty Council

It was moved and seconded (McEvenue/Bindon) that the Council 
of the Faculty of Arts and Science request that the Concordia 
Undergraduate Students Association and the Graduate Students 
Association explore the reorganization of student representa-~ 
tion on the Faculty Council and report back to Council.
